Miscellany. 

Periodical publishers some- 
times are in a strait betwixt two 
to decide whether it will be most 
acceptable to readers, when there 
is not a stock of well written 
contributions on hand, to fill np 
space with selections or the pro- 
duction of the pencil. This 
week there is nothing particular 
to pat upon this page and there- 
fore I thought I would inflict 
upon some readers and please 
otbere with an effusion of my 
own pencil. Working, writing, 
and speaking has been our occu- 
pation for fifteen years and time 
should begin to tell' if there is 
anything in practice. I profess 
as a workman. I can work well 
bat for writing and speaking 
they are at the mercy of criti- 
cism. 

I have lived after the policy of 
doing with might what my hands 
find to do, and in this practice, 
there are many things found to 
do, and the doing is done with 
the might in all cases. Bnt un- 
fortunately the doing with the 
might does not alwaye produce 
satisfactory results when it is 
divided upon too many lines of 
P&otk. So I write, with my might, 
even though tbe audience who 
are to hear every week is almost 
as many as tbe entire aggregate 
of the audiences served every 
Lord's day by all the Brethren 
preachers on the earth. This 
thought often makes me quake 
with fear and a feeling of respon- 
sibility before Qod, so that, I fain 
would take some humbler sphere 
of service and speak to ten rath- 
er than ten thousand, persuading 
myself that the responsibility to 
God is not eo great before a few. 

In life almost every man com- 
mences to build npon the wall 
where his people before him left 
their tools of toil to take up 
their abode in the silent regions 
of the dead. Usually this work 
upon the wall is carried forward 
without any inspection of the 
foundation under it. Every 
man's work is tried by the critics 
who are goiog np and down in 
the world, as one class, and the 
faithful witnesses ot God, as an- 
other class. Unless, therefore, 
tbe mind of the workman is set 
like the melted metal is after it 
is poured into the cooling mould, 
be will begin to examine tbe 


the fonndation upon which he 
is building and very frequently 
he finds duty calling him to make 
changes in his foundation, or 
build npon some other founda- 
tion. This is very frequently 
•observed in matters of religion. 
Men leave old church connec- 
tion and doctrines and form new 
relations to enlarge in building 
upon religions walls, and while 
the change may not be a good 
financial investment, it pays 
well for the soul. 

Within tbe last five years, my 
own religions conceptions have 
greatly changed by closely atudy- 
the Word of God and there is 
unfolded wonderful new bean- 
ties, consolation and encourage- 
ment, until my soul almost 
bounds with anxiety to do more 
work Tor Jesus. The environ- 
ments of a business life have al- 
most become a galling yoke. 
These inspiring gospel truths may 
not be in exact harmony with the 
average theology ot the day, bnt 
I am in no way concerned about 
that. I will speak what the 
Word teaches is the truth, let 
the consequences be what they 
will. I have no private opinions 
and hold nothing as a private 
opinion that is sustained by gos- 
pel teaching, because I would be 
lalse before God and not de- 
clare the whole counsel of God, 
contracting that guilt of having 
fellowship with the hidden things 
of dishonesty which the holy 
Paul renounced. 

The more the Bible is studied, 
the broader, deeper and 
more comprehensive becomes 
the love, justice and mercy of 
God in his plan of salvation for 
the human race. Ilia rewards 
by the express promise of Christ 
shall even reach to him who 
shall give a cup of cold water to 
a disciple because hs is a disci- 
ple. No good is wasted in tbe 
world. The good that men do 
will not go unrewarded. The 
great and desirable reward is 
found in taking up the ctobs of 
Christ and renouncing the world 
and all its sinful lusts. 

The College is moving on in 
the even tenor of its way. No 
one can say that the instructors 
are not what they should be. 
Prof.JJThurston is a very likely 
young man and enthusiastic as 
an educator, lie is filling Prof. 
Tombaugh's chair and is giving 
universal satisfaction. Prof. 
Fox, the teacher in elocution is 
also a "worker" and an excellent 
canvasser and is doing all he can 
to increase the attendance. Miss 
Pauline, who has charge of the 
department of music is one of 
the best players that was ever 
connected with the Collega, and 
we wish we could impress npon 
our brethren who have children 
they desire to educate for effici- 
ent service as musicians to send 
their children and take advantage 
of this opportunity. The other 
instructors are known to the stu- 
dents, and anything we might 
add will not make them better 
know to aur people. 

At the present time little is 
being done toward securing the 
money to make a farther pay- 
ment of the debt upon tbe build- 
ings. It will not pay itself, and 


unless there is a united effort 
made to this end, the brother- 
hood, at some future date will 
have paid dearly for a little Col- 
lege experience. At any rate, 
ex peri en oa is dear, whether a 
church or an individual gets it. , 

There is a tendency on the 
part of some to • heap much 
blame upon others for the state 
of affairs, not partioalsrly con- 
cerning oar Church^ bnt what 
pertains to the College outside of 
it. Men are very ready at times 
to vote debt upon others and 
take the chief teat in proceed' ngs 
in building cob houses, and when 
they happen to fall tlpon them 
then they are ready: to blame 
others who have born the blunt, 
the disgrace and had tbe lion's 
share of the trouble, and give 
them ugly titles. It is a funny 
thing for some to help others in- 
to tbe mire and then stand off to 
see them wriggle, but when they 
are caught it is then not so fun- 
ny. 

There are not a few in the 
world who may be appropriately 
termed religious wreck. Not in 
the sense, do we mean, that they 
have abandon the belief in God 
and his Christ, but they have 
been broken upon the cold 
charities of an ungrateful world. 
Young men will launch out into 
the consecrated religious life, 
supposing the way iaemootb and 
the progress will be easy. They 
struggle on, making! great self- 
sacrifice, after years ofetruggle, 
they find themselves without 
money, without friends such as 
they desire, and imagine them- 
selves forsaken of God and re- 
jected of people. The work is 
given up iu hopelessness. Now 
every one who consecrates him- 
self to the religious work, should 
study beforehand that it will 
make him a pilgrim and strang- 
er in the world. He must for- 
sake friends, home, dear ones, 
profitable business and all. 
Every one who does not do so, 
will be disappointed. If you 
have tbe required talent you 
may do well in the bar lot 
churches; but if you want to 
share in Ilia reward, you must 
share in his sufferings, his priva- 
tion, his sorrows and pilgrimage. 
You will be rejected by tbe 
world and be an outcast in some 
respects in the estimation of the 
world. 

Any young man who does not 
sit down and figure this into the 
cost of a life consecrated to tbe 
teaching of the Word of God 
does not calculate the cost of a 
life consecrated to the ministry 
of the Word. G,

The College 

July 17th, 1888 we bought from 
the Court the College buildings 
and seventeen acres of the cam- 
pus for 918,500.00, and the per- 
sonal property for $642.00, pay- 
ing cash for the latter, end on 
the 19th of December we made 
the first payment of one fourth 
of the purchase price of the 
College $4,620.00 and received 
our deed from the Court, Back 
payments with interest at 6% 
were -leoured by mortgage on the 
College. 

The second payment and in- 
terest is now due. 

We have about $6000,00 notes 
and euscriptions that are good 
and will be paid when the con- 
ditions have been complied with. 
Tbe conditions are that they are 
due when the entire debt is pro 
vided for. We also have about 
$3000.00 of pledges from church- 
eB and individuals that are to be 
paid on the last payment only. 
So you see that the Alps are 
right before ub, and that "over 
the Alps lies Italy." 

Thus we lack between five and 
six thousand dollars of having 
the payments all provided for, 
and this we need to make in notes 
due, and we need it In cash for 
the payment that is now due. 

We think the most practical 
and least expensive plan to raise 
this amount, is to ask tbe Church 
for a universal dollar donation. 
This if not much for each one, 
yet in the aggregate it will help 
us over tbe Alps. 

HOW X0 PBO0BED. 

We woald suggest that the 
minister ot each church preach 
an eduoational sermon, either on 
the last Sunday of September or 
tbe first Sunday of October, and 
having prepared an enrollment 
of the membership of the church, 
have each member (and others 
who will) subscribe opposite their 
respective names the amount of 
their donation, to be paid to the 
church Treasurer at the earliest 
convenience and not later than 
Tbankgiving Day. Solicit all 
members not present and send 
in a copy of the subscription not 
later than " October 20th, so that 
we will know what to depend 
on. Where tbe minister can not 
or will not do this, then let the 
clerk or treasurer of the church 
see to it. 

WHO WILL 0IVB AND HOW MUCH ? 

This we cannot answer, but we 
already know of several who 
will give $25.00each and some 
will make it $50.00. Nearly all 
can give as much as one dollar 
(and we believe they will) and 
many can make it $5, $10 and $25. 

Brother a dollar only means 
one days work for yon, Sisters it 
only means the raising of four 
chickens for you. Can you not 
donate this much to the College ? 
You will receive an acknowl- 
edgment through tbe Evasoblist 
for the amount of your donation,

days." 

Now in conclusion, brethren, 
do not pass this by lightly. Our 
obligations to the Court must be 
met, and let us do so without 
having to drum, drum, drnm.

Eaten, Ind. 

Having promised some of my 
friends to write a piece for the 
paper, I thought I had better 
keep my promise. On my re- 
turn from Lebanon, Ohio, where 
I had been attending school, I 
found the brethren atill "holding 
the fort." I was also glad to find 
that the accessions through Bro. 
Summers's preaching were the 
very kind needed to assist in 
making the Gospel Ship move 
along. Previous to this time tbe 
ch nrch has been taxed to its ut- 
most to meet its financial, wants. 
We have been financially em- 
barrassed ever since we built our 
church-house. At our last busi- 
ness meeting we resolved to bring 
five cents apiece each Sunday for 
a year which will almost lift oor 
debt. This method is in my 
opinion the easiest, safest and 
therefore the best way of meet- 
ing the necessary expenses of the 
church. We also resolved to ad- 
here more closely to the Gospel 
in dealing with offenders and 
those "who walk disorderly." 

We gave our members to un- 
derstand that if any of them tres- 
passed against a brother or sister 
that, they (not the church) must 
make it right ; and if they con- 
tinued to walk disorderly that we 
(the church) would withdraw 
from them. I am afraid that in 
many places in going from tbe 
extreme ot elder ruling, we have 
gone to the extreme of no ruling 
at all, which is worse. 

Is it not true that the history 
of every great reform tells us 
that men in their efforts to break 
away from one extreme have al- 
most invariably rushed into an- 
other ? Brethren does not the 
same danger etare us in the face 
even at the present ? 

We nearly all agree that tbe 
Old Church went to the extreme 
in its teachings on pride which 
meant to them extravagant dress* 
ing only. When we search 
God's Word we find that pride 
is a great danger, and that one 
of its manifestations, extravagant 
dressing is also forbidden. Now 
I have heard a good many of our 
brethren preach, and I have the 
first time yet to ever hear this 
dauger pointed out to tbe follow- 
ers of Christ. Brethren, let us 
not take the opposite extreme 
which is a worse one. And uot 
only is it true of this question 
but of others as well. 

We are glad to state that the 
time is near when we as a church 
will be able to do more in general 
for tbe cause of Christ than at 
present. We indorse heartily 
state conventions, missionary 
work, &c, but can do but little 
more at present than aid them 
with our prayers. 

Bro. Summers encourages us 
by his presence on the fifth Sun- 
day of every mouth which has 
five Sundays, and we try to tell 
the story on tbe first and third 
Sundays of each month. Should 
any of oar brsthren pass through 
here and desire to atop they wilt 
find brethren in Eaton or Shidler 
who will welcome them. 

Let us endure unto the end 
that we may receive a crown of 
lite and happiness,
